Religion, apmed indeed at the Subnerſion of the State, and to induce an hoꝛrible confuſion of all 
things, In which they and all others of bankerupt and neteſſitous eſtate, might haue thole of bet- 
ter abilitie foꝛ a pꝛay to repaire their beggerly Foꝛtunes, and haue pꝛoceeded lo farre ſome of them in 
their demliſh Attempts, as to aſſemble in Troupes in our Counties of War wicke and Wozceſter, 
where they haue bꝛoken vpa Stable, and taken out Hoꝛſes ok diners Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
within our towne of Warwicke, And no doubt but doe pꝛoteede further in their purpoſes, leeking 
to raiſe ſome Rebellion in our Nealme, and will with many fained and falſe Allegations ſeeke to ſe⸗ 
duce diners of our Subiects, eſpecially with ſhew of Religion : Although wee are by good experi⸗ 
ence ſo well perſwaded ofthe Loyaltic of diners of our Subiects (though not pꝛokeſſing true Keligi⸗ 
on) that they doe as much abhozre thts deteſtable conſpiracic as our Selfe, and will bee ready to doe 
their beſt endeuours (though with expence of their blood) to ſupp:eſe all Attemptoꝛs againſt our 
ſafetie and the quiet of our State, and to diſcouer whomſoeuer they (hall ſuſpect to be of Rebellious 02 
Lraiterous diſpoſition: Yet haue Wee thought good by this our open Declaration, to giue war? 
ning and aduertiſement to all our Subietts whatſocuer , of that hozrible purpoleof Percics and his 
complices, and to diſtinguiſh betweene all others, calling themſelues Catholickes, and theſe deteſta- 
ble Traitours: And therefoꝛe doe denounce and publiſh all the Herſons herenndernamed , Adhe- 
rents to Percy, to bee Traitours knowen, and that all others are in the ſame tale, who ſhallinahy 
wiſe either receiue, abbette, cheriſh, entertame, oꝛ adhere vnto them, oꝛ not doe their beſt endeuours 

to appꝛehend and take them. 

Wherefoꝛe wee will and command all our Lieutenants, Deputy lientenants, Sheriffes, Ju⸗ 
ſtices of Peace, Mayoꝛs, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and all other our Officers, Miniſters and loning 
Subiects, to take knowledge thereof, and to doe their beſt duties herein, as they will anlwere the 
contrary at their vttermoſt peritl : Not doubting, but that they all, without regard of their pzetence 
of Religion, will with one heart and will,employ themſelues foꝛ the ſuppzeſſing,appzehending, defec- 
ting, and diltouering of all ſoꝛts of perſons any wayes likely to be pꝛiuie to a Treaſon ſo hatetull to 
God and men, and implying in it the vtter ſubuerſion of this Realme, and dignitie thereof. 


And where we doe heare that many doe ſpzead abzoad, that this Conſpiratie was intended onely 
foꝛ matter of Religion, and that fozreigne Pzincesour netghbours are intereſſed therein, which Ry- 
moꝛs are diuulged by buſie perſons both to ſcandalize the Anntie wherein we ſtand with all Chaiſti- 
an Pꝛinces and States, and to giue vnto lewde perſons hope that they ſhall be backed in their enter- 
pꝛiſes by great Potentates: Wee doe detlare, that we tamot admitte ſo inhumane a thought, as to 
tonteiue that any Paince, of what Religion ſocucr, could gine tare to ſo Sauage and Barbarous an 
imagmation: And that by ſuch exammations as hitherto haue been taken, we find them all, and their 
miniſters cleere from any ſuſpicion of pꝛiuitie thereunto; whereof one infallible argument to vs is, 
that all the Miniſters offozraine Pzinces, which are now here, made earneſt ſute to vs to be pꝛelent 
in the plate that day. And therefoze we doe admoniſh and charge all our Subiects, that they ſhall 
not ſpeake of any the Pꝛintes our neighbours, oꝛ their Ambaſſadours, otherwiſe then reuerentlp, 


vpon paine of our diſpleaſure, and to bee puniſhed as perſons ſeeking the diſturbance of the Peace, 
wherein we liue with our ſapd neighbours.
